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Father, Friend and President 

Dr. Aubrey Keith Lucas 



This Southerner staff member had the golden opportunity recently 
of spending 45 minutes with our University President, Dr. Aubrey K. 
Lucas. What did I find? Well, there's more to this gentleman than any 
of us students will ever come to realize. 

His life is much like ours, believe it or not. He is constantly working 
to improve our university and thus the recognition it receives and we 
will receive upon graduation. Dr. Lucas also knows how to enjoy life 
though you may not be able to see it every day on campus. 

What follows are some excerpts form our conversation about the 
university and his life as it involves this university. 

How would you as the University President like to see USM 
portrayed to our students, parents, and to potential students? 

"I want LISM depicted as it is, because USM as it is, is a wonderful 
institution, at least as I the president see it. I guess the university differs 
upon who is looking at it and experiencing it. The excitement of which 
I speak is seen in the teaching and learning; there is superb teaching in 
our classrooms. The out of class life of out students is rich, promoting 
personal development thtough involvement in student organizations, 
concerts, theater and athletics." 

In the light of yesterday, today and tomorrow, how has South- 
ern changed and in which direction are we headed? 

"The change has been dramatic on many fronts. In terms of size, 
when you look at the student body, we have grown from a very small 
college to a fairly large institution. We won't see this dramatic growth 
continue until the late 1990s. 

When you look at the landscape of the university, the campus has 
grown unbelievably. More buildings, different kinds of buildings. We 
are currently building a multi- million dollar research facility. I know 
the founders in 1910 had no way of imagining that 77 years later there 
would be a building on this campus that has the potential of great 
discoveries in the area of Polymer Science. We will to continues to 
build new buildings, improve current structures, but we will be careful 
not to over build. 

We have seen dramatic changes in our programs. The curriculum has 
gone from just granting certificates to now granting doctoral degrees. 
The number of degrees offered will increase and the nature of these 
degrees will change with the needs of society." 

What has been your proudest moments as USM President 
within the last year? 

"I was delighted with the good appropriations from the legislature, 
which essentially turned us around from cutting budgets to adding 
healthy increments and rewarding those people who stayed with us 
through the lean years. Governor Mabus' appointments to the Baord of 
Trustees of an LISM alumnus and others who are very close to the 
university was reassuring to us. When the Board last May asked USM to 
administer the Gulf Coast Research Laboratory, that was a significant 
event in that it was a vote of confidence in our leadership here at LJSM. 
Hoemcoming this year was so heartwarming. We had so many people 
back here and there was a great feeling of pride in the institution. I think 
this fall's football season has been just an unbelievable boost in institu- 
tional esprit de core — among students, faculty and staff, alumni and 
friends of the university." 



What has been your biggest disappointment? 

"My biggest disappointment in university life here has been the lack 
of recognition which is accorded to this university, generally, in the 
state and nation." 

How can you explain this uplifting of spirit on campus this 
year? 

Our Governor, Ray Mabus, is very supportive of higher education in 
this state. He knows us here at LISM, we know him, we like him and he 
comes to this campus often. Our enrollment went up while other state 
schools saw no increase or possibly even a decrease in their enrollments. 
And frankly, the success in football this year has been just dynamic, 
which has led to success in many other areas. All this combined has 
resulted in the lifting of campus spirit." 

When you leave your office on campus, what is life at home 
like? 

"I usually think about my work because so much of my work is my 
joy. I always enjoy dinner at home because I enjoy my family and my 
wife is a superb cook, as well as a delightful and interesting companion. 
Almost every night there's a university activity so I may work at home 
then I may go to that and then I return home. I've a beautifully 
appointed office, filled with books that I need and I work there. But, 
I'm interrupted by phone calls from relatives and friends. I enjoy music 
very much. I like to sit down and play the piano. But my playing is 
strictly for myself and I read a lot. Time passes quickly. I try to finish my 
work by 10:00 p.m., I read in bed till 11:00 p.m., then I sleep soundly. I 
try to follow the advice given to me by Mr. Sweeny, my psychology 
professor here and he said: 'You'll be okay if you eat well, sleep well and 
laugh well.' " 

Where do you see yourself in 5 or 10 years down the road of 
life? 

"At USM! What I will do at some point when my usefulness as the 
President, and I may not be able to recognize that, but I'm sure others 
will; at that point I need to something else. I will return to the faculty 
and teach in the College of Education and Psychology, which I have 
done, I love it and I'm good at it, so I've been told. Possibly, I will try to 
make some sense of my journal that I've kept throughout these years." 

The man we call University President, Dr. Lucas, is known as an avid 
Golden Eagle supportet as he is very often seen eating in the LIniversity 
Commons or just chatting with students on campus. He has all the 
qualities of a fine southern gentleman: kind, warm, but most of all 
Unique, Special, and Magical. Dr. Lucas, we thank you for all that you 
do, Here's to you!!!

Recruitment At USM 

Recruiting, the life line of a university, is sometimes a painful, 
expensive and nerve-racking experience, but it is also an enjoyable and 
worthwhile investment. Successful recruitment results in increased en- 
rollment — adding quantitatively and qualitatively to the student body, 
bringing more recognition and prestige to the university. The major 
focus of USM's recruiting effort is attracting high school seniors and 
transfer students from junior and community colleges in Mississippi 
and surrounding states. 

"This is the main area where USM is giving a clear focus, graduating 
high school seniors and transfer students," said Dr. Eugene Barnes, 
assistant to USM's vice-president for research and extended services. 
"For instance, there are 30 community colleges in Alabama alone that 
we keep in touch with on a regular basis." 

A report released this past April showed USM applicants numbered 
3,316, of which 1,199 were accepted. "The data gathered by our recruit- 
ing department indicates to us that approximately 50 percent of the 
applications accepted will actually enroll at USM," said Barnes. This 
would be a healthy increase of 758 applications over last year at the 
same time. 

Spending approximately $500 per student during the recruitment 
process, recruiters for USM utilize four main "selling" points: a serious 
focus on academics, excellent faculty, student services offered and a 
safe campus. Weighing the resources expended to recruit new students 
against the great service the recruitment department has rendered to the 
University of Southern Mississippi, the only logical conclusion is that 
the recruitment effort has in some ways provided a greater return on 
investment than most departments of this University.

The STARS come out at USM!!! 



STARS, the abbreviation for Southern's Telephone As- 
sisted Registration System, is the new telephone registration 
system that became available to USM students in the fall of 
1988. By simply using any touch -tone phone, students 
could complete their registration in a matter of minutes. 
More than seven thousand students were able to complete 
their spring semester registration by phone and saved 
countless hours that would have otherwise have been spent 
in frustrated impatience waiting in lines. 

The new system is a leap in technology, and USM is the 
first university in the state to utilize computerized telephone 
registration. Students were generally pleased with the new 



system; but did complain that the lines were usually busy. 
Registration officials responded quickly to this complaint 
by seeking additional phone lines to allow a greater number 
of students to use the system at any given time. 

STARS appears to be here to stay. Not only does it save 
time for the students; it also saves time for the university 
employees who handle registration. With the addition of 
more phone lines to handle the huge number of students 
calling, registration should become even easier. The Univer- 
sity of the New South is moving forward and is carrying its 
students to the STARS!

Gandy Addresses Fall 
Grads at USM 

Former Lt. Gov. Evelyn Gandy told nearly 1,000 fall graduates at the 
University of Southern Mississippi they should combine personal and 
professional leadership abilities to uplift "the present and future of 
society." 

'Governments have been established and strengthened, millions of 
people have enjoyed a better way of life, civilization of men and women 
willing to go beyond their normal or usual service," she said during the 
commencement address at Reed Green Coliseum.

Urged To Commit To Mississippi 



Dr. Charles H. Beady, Jr., President of Piney Woods 
Country Life School, urged University of Southern Missis- 
sippi "Awards Day" recipients to invest their talents and 
efforts in Mississippi. 

"We need you," he said. "We need doctors. We need 
lawyers. We need judges. We need money managers. We 
need developers. We need people who can bring jobs to 
Mississippi from other places and we need people who can 
create jobs using Mississippi resources and talent." 

Beady, a Michigan State University graduate, joined the 
Piney Woods Staff as provost in 1984 and became president 
the following year upon the retirement of President James 
S. Wade. Despite initial reluctance to relocate to Mississip- 
pi, Beady said he is now proud to call the Magnolia State 
home. 

"I saw Mississippi as a good investment then, and I see 
Mississippi as a good investment now," he said. 

"Mississippi has been exporting talent for too long," 
Beady continued, quoting from an article written in 1956 by 
the late Greenville newspaper publisher Hodding Carter. 
Carter noted in the article that four of five Pulitzer Prize 
winners from Mississippi in 1955 "had to go elsewhere, or 
thought they had to, to achieve." 

Beady said, "As I look around Mississippi, all I see, as far 
as the eye can see, is opportunity. I see the opportunity to 





make things better in just about every aspect of everything 
we do." 

Beady's remarks preceded the recognition of some 650 
USM students for scholarships, memberships in honor soci- 
eties and other honors during the annual "Awards Day" 
program at Bennett Auditorium. 

Named to the University Hall of Fame were Amy Eliza- 
beth Day of Jackson, Miss.; Jeffrey Loewer Hall of Hatties- 
burg, Miss.; Julie Laura Jones of Milton, Florida; Frances 
Cecile Mott of Morton, Miss.; Marion Michelle Poirier of 
Hattiesburg, Miss.; Amy Jean Rapp of Carriere, Miss.; and 
Dawn Marie Schmidt of Matairire, Louisiana. 

Patricia Ann Guercio of Vidalia, Louisiana and Cory 
Brian Curtis of Hattiesburg received Best Citizen Awards.

The 1988 football season marked the debut of a new era 
in Golden Eagle football. The Curley Hallman Show took 
center stage in the Hub City for the fall season. Hallman, 
along with an energetic coaching staff, led an enthused, 
hardworking USM gridiron squad to a 9-2 regular season 
record. For their success, USM earned a trip to the Indepen- 
dence Bowl in Shreveport, Louisiana, on December 23. 

The Golden Eagles proved wrong many critics who 
thought they would sutler a losing season. After defeating 
Stephen F. Austin and suffering a loss to nationally ranked 
Florida State, the Golden Eagles went on a victory march 
that lasted seven weeks. Virginia Tech., East Carolina, Lou- 
isville, Tulane, Mississippi State, Southwestern Louisiana 
and in a thrilling homecoming victory, Memphis State all 
fell victim to the Golden Eagles.

Eagles to Indy Bowl Win 



The night was definitely full of Black and Gold, 
although the season dictated Red and Green. 
Christmas 1988 came one night early for the USM 
Golden Eagle gridiron squad as they trounced all 
over the University of Texas at El Paso Miners in a 
38-18 Independence Bowl victory in Shreveport, 
Louisiana. 

Senior cornerback/punt returner James Henry re- 
turned punts of 65 and 45 yards for touchdowns 
sparking USM's 10th victory of the season against 
just two losses. Henry busted the game wide open in 
the third quarter with his touchdown punt return. 
Henry's superb play sent his name flying into the 
Independence Bowl record book and earned him 
both the offensive and defensive most valuable 
player awards, an honor never before bestowed 
upon a player. 

For the seventh time this season, the Black and 
Gold attack would come from behind to win as the 
Miners of LJTEP held onto a 7-0 early lead in the 
second quarter. The Golden Eagles retaliated with a 
26-yard field goal off of the Senior Bowl bound foot 
of senior kicker Chris Seroka and a 3-yard touch- 
down pass from quarterback Brett Favre to fullback 
Reginald Warnsley putting LISM in the lead 10-7 as 
both teams went into the dressing room for half- 
time. Favre, a 6'2" sophomore out of Pass Christian, 
would go on to complete 15 of 26 passes for 157 
yards. 

Only two minutes into the third quarter, James 



Henry, disguised as jolly ole' St. Nicholas, would 
deliver his first Xmas gift, weaving 65 yards around 
the Miners of El Paso for a touchdown off of 
LITEP's Lance Brownlee's punt. Following a 
muffed punt snap on the Miner's subsequent drive, 
senior tailback Shelton Gandy capped the short 
drive of 25 yards, with a 1-yard touchdown run. 
Gandy, a senior from Waynesboro, accounted for 
all 60 yards on a fourth-quarter touchdown drive, 
scoring from 7 yards out. 

Henry would vist the end-zone yet a second time 
with a 45 yard scoring punt return at the 5:38 mark in 
the third quarter of play. Leading 31-7, the Golden 
Eagles put the game out of reach and the media 
filled in their ballots for MVP with the name of 
James Henry. Senior kicker Chris Seroka received 
the Independence Bowl Scholarship Award. 

Commenting after the game, grinning from ear to 
ear, USM head coach Curley Hallman said, "No- 
body gave these guys much of a chance this season. 
Most everybody picked us to go 4-7 or 5-6. 1 think a 
10-2 record shows what kind of character this bunch 
has." 

This was USM's first post-season bowl appear- 
ance since the 1981 Tangerine Bowl and the Golden 
Eagles were the only state university football team 
to appear in a post-season bowl game this year. And 
from the looks of things, USM fans can expect 
more of this in the future.

Eagle Roundballers 

Look To Promising 
Future 

New and inexperienced players were major factors in the final record 
of the 1989 USM basketball squad, but looking to return to the glory 
days of national tournament appearances and championships fuels the 
Golden Eagles plan for a bigger and brighter future. USM shot off of 
the starting blocks with a 69-57 victory over Northeast Louisiana in the 
season home opener, but stumbled throughout the season in route to a 
10-17 overall record, which included a Metro conference record of two 
wins and ten losses. 

One would think with a record under the .500 mark the season would 
be a total loss, but this Golden Eagle campaign was far from a complete 
loss. In addition to the valuable experience gained by a youthful Gold- 
en Eagle squad, the team traveled to Japan to play in the Tele Planning 
International Tourney. Other Golden Eagle highlights were the L-SM 
defeat of NCAA tournament participant South Alabama, 104-103, and 
Clarence Weatherspoon of Motley, Mississippi being named as the 
Metro Conference freshman of the year. 

Clarence Weatherspoon's achievements didn't stop at freshman Met- 
ro of the year by no means. Weatherspoon was named to the All Metro 
second team, led the Metro Conference in rebounding and was named 
to Hoop Scoop basketball magazine 1988-1989 All Freshman team 
placing himself in the company of All American LSL; Guard and fellow 
native Mississippian Chrisjackson. The Golden Eagle rookie posted the 
second highest scoring average as a freshman, finishing second to Chris 
Jackson, with an average of 14.7 points per game. 

Darin Chancellor led the Golden Eagles scoring attack averaging 
20.6 points per game. Chancellor became the first LTSM roundballer to 
average 20 points or above since John Prince, now head basketball 
coach at Jackson State University, in the 1976-77 season. Chancellor was 
also named to the All Metro second team. Senior guard, Randy Petus 
closed out his USM career fourth on the Golden Eagle all-time assist 
list with 380, 124 of these assists coming in the 1988-89 season. 

"We try to be as prepared as possible for each game," said L'SM head 
basketball coach M. K. Turk, "but this year we had a lot of tough 
breaks. I told the team that this team had the most tough breaks of any 
team I've coached," he said. 

"Frankly, I thought we would win more games than we did. It 
seemed that once we smoothed out problems in one area, such as free 
throws, than we began to have problems in other areas. There was a 10- 
game stretch during the season that our free-throw shooting improved 
to 70 percent, but then we began to have turnover problems. That was 
uncharacteristic for this team since we have led the league in the past in 
the least amount of turnovers in a season. It seemed like we could never 
pull it all together," Turk said. 

Weatherspoon turned out to be a bright spot in a season that was 
partly filled with darkness. Weatherspoon, a 6-foot-7 forward said he 
was surprised that things turned out as they did this season. Weather- 
spoon and his teammates look towards the 89-90 season with bigger 
and better plans. "We came in hoping for a good year, but our youth 
and inexperience hurt us," he said. "We have set getting into the 1990 
NCAA tournament as our goal for the upcoming season."

The Lady Eagles were victorious in more games this 
season than any other team at the University of Southern 
Mississippi ever has been. The lady's of the black and gold 
basketball court were rewarded with a post -season date in 
Piscataway, N.J. for a first -round contest in the NCAA 
Tournament - - the Eagles third trip to the post -season 
tournament in the last three years. 

After a sizzling regular season, the Lady Eagles 1988-89 
campaign came to a disappointing end, losing to Rutgers 
95-73 on March 15th. The loss may have lowered the Eagles 
spirits just for a day or two, but they would not let it ruin 
their season.

One of the most successful of all USM's sports clubs is the Rugby team. 
They enjoyed a very successful 1989 season, finishing with a 7-2 record and 
being crowned the champions of the Deep South Rugby Union. 

The rugby squad won four out of five games in the Deep South which 
includes teams from Louisiana State, Southeastern Louisiana, Southwestern 
Louisiana, Spring Hill, Tulane and USM as well. The club's only loss came at 
the feet of LSU, 17-6. 

The championship earned the LISM rugby club a trip to Gainesville, Florida 
to compete for the right to represent the South Eastern Conference in the 
Eastern championships in Anapolis, Maryland.

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CONSOLIDATION 

The Formation of a New College 



The University of Southern Mississippi implemented a 
reorganization for July 1, 1988, that was aimed at achieving 
greater administrative efficiency and more sharply defining 
educational priorities heading into the 1990s. In mid May 
1988, the State College Board approved the final recom- 
mendations made by President Aubrey K. Lucas. This ap- 
proval cleared the final hurdle for the actual implementa- 
tion of the reorganization plan forged by USM faculty, staff 
and administrators over a two-year period. 

The key changes included: 

* A new college, the College of Health and Human Sci- 
ences, was created to consist of the School of Nursing, 
School of Social Work, School of Home Economics and 
the School of Health, Physical Education, and Recreation. 
Dr. Allison A. Yates, who had been serving as interim dean 
of home economics, was named dean of the new college. 

* The Department of Economics was renamed the Depart- 



ment of Economics and International Business. 

* The College of Fine Arts was renamed the College of the 
Arts. 

* The Department of Engineering Technology and Con- 
struction and Architectural Engineering Technology were 
combined to form the School of Engineering Technology 
within the College of Science and Technology. 

* A new School of Public and International Affairs was 
established within the college of Liberal Arts to include the 
existing departments of Criminal Justice, Geography and 
Area Development, and Political Science. Departmental 
designations were retained with nine -month chairs report- 
ing to the director of the school. 

* The position of Assistant to the President for Institutional 
Advancement was created to administer the functions of 
alumni relations, development, public relations, publica- 
tions and media services.

Graduate School 
Master's, Specialist, and Ph. D. 






For the first time, the Graduate School at the University 
of Southern Mississippi will appear in this annual, but its 
presence has long been felt at USM. The Graduate School 
was established in 1947 in response to the University's 
growing responsibility as a major institution of higher 
learning to provide a challenging academic environment in 
which advanced research and free inquiry could develop to 
the advantage of both the student and the state of Missis- 
sippi. Since its inception, the graduate programs offered 
have developed, based upon the underpinnings of strong 
undergraduate schools and departments, to meet the needs 
of professional competence beyond that which could be 



expected at the bachelor's degree level. 

In response to the need to offer graduate programs be- 
yond the boundaries of the Hattiesburg campus, the Board 
of Trustees of Institutions of Higher Learning in 1972 au- 
thorized USM to grant graduate degrees at its Gulf Park 
campus. The Graduate School is administered by a dean 
executing policies determined by the Graduate Council of 
which the Dean of the Graduate School serves as chair. 

The University of Southern Mississippi offers graduate 
level programs in nearly every recognized academic disci- 
pline.
